The ‘hostile’ fleet has been assembled 
under command of Rear Admiral Fran- 
cis W. Dickins and with his flagehip, 
the Texas, is now lying at Annapolis.

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YIELDS TO AMERICA. 


All United States Passports to .Be 
Recognized Hereafter. 

’ Washington, June 4.—Acting Secretary 
Loomis,, of the state department. has 
been officially informed by 
Meyer, at St. Petersburg, of the provis- 
ions of the proposed new law in Russia 
under which all American passports, in- 
cluding those for.citizens of the Hebrew 
faith, was recognized there. This infor- 
mation is confirmatory of the press dis- 
patches of a week ago which announceu 
| the approval by the council 0? the em- 
pire of the recommendation of the pass- 
port commission, which included univer- 
sal recognition of foreign passports. 

Mr. Loomis has communicated the con- 
tents of Ambassador Meyer's despatch to 
Simon Wolf, of this city, chairman of tne 
civil and religious rights section of the 
union of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions. This organization, Mr. Wolf said 
tonight, had been working for twenty- 
five years to secure the fufl recognition 
of passports granted to Hebrews who de- 
sired to travel in Russia, and the final 
triumph of the efforts of those who have 
labored to this end, he says, is a source 
of satisfaction to Hebrews in the United 
States. 


NEW YORK LEGISLATURE ENDS. 


No Vicious Measure Has Passed, 
Says Governor Higgins. 
Albany, N. Y., June 4.—The law mak- 
ing for New York state for the regu- 
lar session of !9905 came to an end to- 
night with 760 riew laws added to the 
statute books as against 750 added lst 
year, Governor Higgins in summing up 

the work of the session says: 

“‘A few meritorious measures failed ef 
passage, but no vicious measure has be- 
come law. On the other hand, the liquor 
tax law, the election law, the labor law 
and the ‘banking: law ‘have been sub- 
stantially strengthened by wholesome 
amendments and much has been done to 
curb the exactions of the lighting mo- 
nopoly in New York city.”’

be fired, neither will the big guns of the 
fortifications be heard.

know that they are being fired at. 

Conséquently, it will be impossible for 
¢hem to ascertain what are the location 
of “dead angles.’ in which they might 
lie unharmed while they dropped con- 
etructive shells into the fortifications, 

To locate and destroye the mine fields 
constitutes anothé® problem. For some 
weeks the artillery has had four boats 
planting mines. These mineg are not 
loaded, but constructively they will be 
just as dangerous to the navy as those 
that contained explosives, unless located 
and destroyed through counter mining 
operations. During these operations also 
the artillery of.the fortresses will play 
on the vessels. Then, with the mines 
disrégarded, the navai ships wil| demurely 
wail for the fortifications in broad day- 
light, while again, constructively, they 
will be hammered by the huge guns of 
the defense which will bob up and down 
in their disappearing carriages to the 
rattle ot the little one-pounders which 
are to make all of the noise. 

Accuracy of Gunnery. 

This portion of the exercise is to de- 
velop the accuracy of the range finders 
and the gun trainers.

No 6fficial word has reached Washing- 
ton regarding the probable attitude of the 
czar toward the ending of the war. Mean- 
time exchanges are in progress between 
Washington, Berlin, London, Rome and 
Paris regarding the whole situation, and 
an entirely informal, discussion is taking 
place as to what woulfi be the best meas- 
ures to adopt when Russia has the cg- 
portunity fully to realize her situation. 

Mr. O’Beirne, the British charge d'af- 
faires, was at the white house today and 
discussed the q@estion with the presi- 
dent. It is fufly expected here that weeks 
may elapse before Russia decides upon 
her course, Untij Count Cassini has had 
some reply to his cablegram ‘to his gov- 
ernment and is in a position to speak 
authoritatively and officlally on the sub- 
ject of peace, it is improbable he will 
have another conference with the presi- 
dent. 

Roosevelt’s Offer Pleases Russians 

St. Ptersburg, June 5, 2:15 a. m.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's offer to tender his good 
offices to bring about peace is fdvored by 
the press and by the public, and a de- 
sire that some oa should be taken to- 
ward securing an honorable peace is in- 
creasingly manifest, 

The Russ declares that the president’s 
offer should be commended as an act of 
friendship tending to bring out Japan’s 
terms of peace and Russia’s acceptance 
of an offer, which would not mean sur- 
render on humiliating terms. The paper 
maintains at the same time that negotia- 
tions, if begun, must be direct and that 
there must be no intervention by other 
powers.

It is Announced by the. Employers 
That Peace Negotiations Are Off 
for All Time — Shea Says 
‘That Strikers Have 
the Fight Won. 


Chicago, June 4.—An adjustment of 
the teamsters’ strike by mediation seems 
as remote tonight as it did two months 
ago. Peace negotiations, begun last 
week, which promised to bring about 
an amicable adjustment of th@ difficulty 
have been abandoned for the present, 
at least, and the strike will be allow- 
eq to take its natural course, according 
to President Shea, of the teamsters’ or- 
ganizaton. A natural course means one 
of. two things, either a spread of ‘the 
strike or defeat for the union, as all 
the business firms now involved in the 
trouble absolutely refuse to concede any- 
thing further in the controversy to bring 
about a settlement. 


Peace Negotiations. 

“Peace negotiations are off for all 
time,”” said Levy Mayer, chief counsel 
fcr the employers, tonight. “We are 
absolutely finished with all conferences 
with the strikers The only thing that 
prevented a settlement of the whole 
trouble last night was pique cn the 
part of President Shea because he had 
been slighted in the conference and was 
augered on account of his arrest in con- 
nection with libel charges by Mr. Thorne, 
of Montgomery Ward & Co. ° The only 
way that a settlement can be reached 
now is for the strikers to acknowledge 
defeat.” 

“The employers blocked a settlement 
last night.” said President: Shes today. 
“Their objection to the mes wearing 
union buttons ang a refusal to agree not 
to discriminate against the strikers was 
all that prevezted the calling off-of the 
Strike. We feel tthat our position is 
as strgng as it was a month ago, and 
we are not going to give in now that 
we believe that we have the struggle 
practically won. Those business firms 
iavolved in the strike are losing money 
every day, and they are getting tired 
of it. They soon will be willing to sue 
for peace. Our men aré perfectly sat- 
isfied with matters as they are, and we 
are not going to accept. any proposition 
from the employers which would in any 
way effect the standing of the team- 
sters’ union.” 


Spread of Strike. 
| The spread of the strike all depends 
upon a@ meeting to be held tomorrow be- 
tween the Chicago Team Owners’ Asso- 
ciation and the Commission Merchants’ 
Association. This meeting has been call- 
ed for the purpose of deciding whethcr 
the two associations will make deliveries 
to the strike-boung houses.. Arrange- 
ments. will be made to meet any emer- 
gency that may arise in case the vote 
of the truck drivers to be taken Tucs- 
day is against the proposition of mak- 
ing deliveries, irrespective of whether 
firms are involved in the strike or not. 
The majority of the members of these 
two teaming organizations is said to be 
in favor of making deliveries to the boy- 
cotted houses and should their drivers re- 
fuse to do so, it is the general belief 
that all of these men will go on strike. 
Should they do so, it would bring sev- 
eral thousand more workmen into the 
strike.

Washington, June 4.—(Special.)—Ad- 
vance proofs of the forthcoming year 
book of the department of agriculture 
show that the farmers and stockraisers 
of the country sustain an annual loss of 
approximately $785,000,000 as a result of 
the depredations of various pernicious in- 
sects. When it is remembered that the 
total annual value of the agricultural 
products of the country is some $5,000,- 
000,000, the degree of damage done by 
the bug and worm pests appears all the 
more significant. 

The chinch bug causes a greater loss 
than any of the other insects which prey 
upon the better known crops. The dam- 
age done by it yearly may safely be plac- 
ed at $60,000,000, according to the de- 
partment experts. Most of this falls on 
wheat raisers of the country, as the 


| chinch bug, while it, also attacks other 


‘ plants, is particularly fond of wheat, and 
is usually to be found in the wheat fields 
in the greatest profusion during periods 
of drouth. In addition to this insect, 
wheat has a very destructive enemy in 
the Hessian fly, the annual damage caus- 
ed by which is conservatively placed at 
$40,000,000. Worms which attack the 
roots of the young corn plant, and, later, 
the young ears, bring about a yearly loss 
of something ike $40,000,000 .also.

ERSONS of average intelligence 
Pp make all sorts of wild and enthusi- 

astic statements about Japan, but 
I naver expected that Dr. David Starr 
Jordan, president of Leland Stanford 
university, would allow Japanese suc- 
cesses to bestray him into uttering such 
silly statements as those attributed to 
him in a reported speech published in 
The Constitution May 3!. He is credited 
with saying that “graft Is a hing en- 
tirely unknown in Japan.”’ 

“IT venture to say,’’ continued Dr. Jor- 
dan, “that in the present war not $!00 
of Japanese war funds has been stolen. 
On the other hand, I presume that not 


one dollar in twenty, if one in a hun-~ 


dred, on the side of the Russians ever 
reached its proper destination. I heard 
of only one dishonest Japanese while in 
the country, and he was one whose 
morals had been contaminated by real- 
dence abroad.”’ 

I really don’t believe that Dr. Jordan 


| made these statements in sincerity. He 


surely must have been speaking sar- 
castically, jokingly, or im some other 
way figuratively. He was in Japan a 
few years ago and came down near 
where I was living. He came studying 
fish and collecting specimens of sea pro- 
ducts. He certainly was not hunting dis- 
honest Japanese. 

He ought to have made inquiries among 
the European and American business 
men in Yokohama and Kobe. He oyght 
to have asked the American exporters 
of Japanese matting to explain to him 
the trouble they had to keep the dis- 
honest weavers from ruining the mat- 
ting trade a few years ago. He ought 
to thhave asked if these merchants have 
had any experience with dishonest “‘bau- 
to’’ or go-betweens whom they must em- 
ploy to carry on their business. It is 
generally conceded by those who know 
both Chinese and Japanese that the 
former are much more honest in or- 
dinary business transactions. But there 
is a reason for this. The Chinaman is 
not honest from a moral standpoint, but 
because “honesty is the best policy” in - 
a fixed line of trade. A Chinaman has 
two ideals tn life; one Is to be a success- 
ful business man and thus become rich, 
and the other is to become a scbdiae | 
and thus occupy a high official posi- 
tion. Then he can become rich through 
“graft.” A Chinese business man is 
honest, but an official is dishonestly 
personified. 

On the other hand in Japan there had 
been up to 1868 but one road to re- 
spectability and honor, that was through 
a. military career, becoming a Samurai 
with his two swords and strict code of 
honor and etiquette of the Bushi. It was 
considered degrading to earn money in 
any occupation or tnade and any person 
engaged in making. money could not 
stand as socia] equals with the Samurai. 
Of course since the revolution of 1868 all 
this has been undergoing a wonderful 
change, so that money getting or com- 
mercialism is fast growing to be the pre- 
dominant passion in Japan, with thou- 
sands of dishonest methods and men 
growing out of the new ideal. 

The present war with Russia, however, 
revived much of the old Samurai spirit 
of loyalty and turned the nation from 
the spirit « commercialism to 
a spirit of ‘¢-sacrifice and pati- 
otism. But Dr. ® .an is simply draw- 
ing on his imagination — he states 
that there has not been §& of Japa- 
nese war funds stolen. He is simply 
carried away with a sentiment, as many 
people are at the present time. I take a 
weekly paper published in Yokohama and 
in almost every issue of it I find a 
little news item of somebody having been 
arrested or convicted in some bribery 
case. In the paper that came by last 
mail I find the following news item on 
the front page: 

‘It’ is reported from Takamatsu that 
five members of the Toyama prefectural] 
counci] have been arrested on a charge 
of having accepted bribes from contrac- 
tors.”’ 

Such items are so common that I fail 
to make any note of them except when 
I see such foolishly reckless statements 
as these of Dr. Jorden. Year before last 
more than 125 prominent government 
school teachers and school officials were 
arrested for bribery in connection with 
the publication of school text bo dks. 
Many of them had been tried and con- 
victed whén I left the country last sum- 
mer, one of those convicted being. 1 
provincial governor. This wholesale ar- 
resting of Japanese prominent 
teachers for bribery was happening when 
Dr. Jordon was in Japan, so he must 
not have read the papers or talked with 
any One about anything. except sea 
products. 

The arrest of one of those teachers has 
an interesting sequel... He was a proml- 
nent teacher in the girls’ high schoo] in 
a certain town, where there had always 
been a good deal of open opposition to 
Christianity. He had been lecturing to 
a class of girls and warning them no‘ 
to go to the American missionary’s wife

There would 
be an amazing per cent of reduction 
of the killings that amount to shock- 
ing statistical figures in the United 
States every year if the jaws on the 
statute books of nearly every state 
of the union against carrying conceal- 
ed weapons were half way enforced. 


sult from the suggestive influence of 
a pistol in the pocket. It is not so 
much the heat of a passing spasm 
of passion that impels the hand of 
the man-killer to seek his hippocket 
as a wild impulse of bravado, and 
this false courage springs from the 
presence of the deadly weapon in the 
clothes, contrary to the law of the 
state. In most instances the shoot- 
ing affrays that thus arise are 
cowardly if not wanton assaults upon 
human life. The United States leads 
the greater nations of the world in 
“pistol-tot- 
ing” is well nigh a universal habit 
in a number of American states. 

Among the many good things we 
have read against this murderous 
habit of late, here is an extract from 
an editorial in The Florida Christian 
Advocate: 


It is probably safe to affirm that 50 
per cent of the homicides which disgrace 
our state and crowd our court calendars 
are the simple, natural, logica) and ma- 
ture fruitage of a precedent violation of 
law. 

Most murders, or attempted murders, 
are committed with firearms. They are 
on the person of one or both combatants. 
“He pulled his gun and began firing.’’ 
“Tt is not known who fired the first 
shot.’ These are common expressions. 
They indicate a habit of carrying con- 
cealed weapons, which is a crime in 
itself, so defined by our laws, prohibited 
and penalized. — 

**Pistol-toting’’ is an abnominable prac- 
tice, and indicates cowardice or criminal 
intent or both. It is a practice, too, which 
is far more common than is sometimes 
thought. The average person who car- 
ries a concealed weapon justifies himself 
on the grounds of ‘“‘self-defense.”’ But 
why should a peaceable citizen in a 
clvilized community be apprehensive of 
hurt? Why? 

Given a pistol on the person of a man 
who is looking out for trouble, whose 
cowardice or conceit indicates him as a 
“marked man,’ add the single feature of 
one or two. drinks, and you have just 
the conditions whose full fruitage or 
downward climax is bloodshed. 

We have a good law against this abom- 
ination, and yet one that is a practical 
dead letter so far as any practical at- 
tempt at enforcement is concerned. Now 
and again some unsuspecting negro is 
“pulled” and fined $100 and costs, and 
in default of payment goes to supple- 
ment the chaingang. In the meantime 
hardware companies do a thriving busi- 
ness in pistols, and, as indicated, our 
court records fairly bulge with crimes 
more or less directly connected with the 
pnactice of ‘‘toting pistols.”’ 


These laws should‘ not be dead let- 
ters. True, they are difficult of en- 
forcement, but often they might be 
enforced in cases where no attempt 
is made to enforce them. The excuse 
for going about secretly armed is, of 
course, preparedness for an wnex- 
pected deadly emergency. Such emer- 
gencies would seldom arise if it were 
not for the “pistol-toter.” In nine 
cases out of ten he forces the emer- 
gency upon another. Where citizens 
do not carry pistols, as in England, 
murder and homicide are very rare 
compared with American statistics of 
the kind. The habit must be a relic 
of frontier pugnacity with us, for we 
are no nearer than our English 
cousins to the self-defensive instincts 
of the stone age. 

In Texas, where, perhaps, there is 
still a lingering frontier spirit with- 
out a reason for its survival, the hip- 
pocket crime hag left an especially 
bloody record, and we are glad to ob- 
serve that the Texas press, with a 
good dea] of unanimity and determi- 
nation, is reading forceful sermons to 
the men who lug artillery around 
wherever they go. The six-shooter 
habit has retarded Texas civilization 
and progress, for capital and emigra- 
tion are timid in the presence of the 
six-shooter. 

But Texas has plenty of company 
to the east as well ag to the west in 
this reprehensible custom. Georgians 
violate their state concealed-weapon 
law with almost as great impunity, 
and we have our wanton, reckless 
killings” to show for it. The papers 
of Alabama, too, are agitating reform 
in this regard. And Alabama, it must 
be admitted, is a good deal of a “kill- 
er” herself. The esteemed Birming- 
bam Ledger says: 


Hére in Alabama the  pistol-toting 
habit is quite general, and here in Jef- 
ferson county it has reached a point 
which calls for no uncertain measures. 
In this county there can be no doubt 
that the distressing number of killings 
are dué largely to the widespread habit 
of carrying concealed weapons. A well- 
known clothing merchant was recéntly 
heard to say that the public would be 
shocked to know how large «* proportion 
of the white residents of Birmingham 
carry concealed weapons, that when mén 
come into his place of business to buy 
clothes it is the exception rather than 
the rule that in removing their old suits 
to try on new ones they do not take 
six-shooters from their hip pockets. 


In South Carolina, The State, of Co- 
lumbia, which has a tragic personal 
interest in this. important phase of the 
question of law and order, is doing 
noble work in advocacy of conditions 
that will make “pistol-toting” unne 
cessary and the pistol-toter odious. 


And so it goes in other neighboring 


states, the local press raising its voice 
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duty to do his part to this end. 


Contrasting Old and Present Days. 

Individuals prone to speak of the 
good old times as better than the 
present should read Colonel J. B. 
Killebrew’s monthly talk: with farm- 
ers in the June isstie of The Southern 
Farm Magazine. He refers especially 
to southern farmers, and for the ben- 
lefit of those who sigh for the grand 


‘old days of the past, he contrasts 
twentieth century methods of planting, 
harvesting and haying and cultivation 
of corn and cotton, building fences 
and the marketing of crops with those 
of fifty years ago, dwelling upon ex- 
isting facilities for easy communica 
tion and upon improved school ad- 
vantages, all for the purpose of 
drawing the moral that too much 
looking backward is likely to blind 
one to the blessings he is enjoying. 

Editor Killebrew says: 

There is a class of pessimistic farmers 
in the south that are always bewailing 
the evils of the present times and sigh- 
ing for a return of the grand old days 
of the past. According to their estimate, 
nothing has ever equalled the period 
before the outbreak of the civil war.

People, ac- 
cording to them, were more nonest, more 
intelligent, more moral, more virtuous 
and more prosperous. They lived in the 
halcyon days of the republic and enjoy- 
ed advantages that no other people and 
no other period ever had. The iridescent 
hues with which this class surrounds the 
old days are fancy’s dreams that are 


what then existed with what we have 
now. The truth is, the world has never 
within historic times passed through a 
period in which farmers have had s) 
many of the blessings and comforts of 
life was they enjoy at the present, nor 
any time in which they reap such a large 
reward for their labors. 

Editor Killebrew then proceeds to 
show in a wealth of detail that de- 
notes his personal familiarity with 
what he is talking about, wherein the 
modern southern farmer enjoys in- 
comparably greater opportunities and 
advantages than were enjoyed by his 
grandfathers in the days before the 
war. As an example he tells of the 
strenuous labor involved in making 
the ancient rail “worm” fence, which 
has been replaced by the galvanized 
wire fence, so easily constructed and 
less expensive, labor considered, than 
the crude wooden’ fence, and which, 
if cedar posts are used, will ast from 
twenty to-twenty-five years. 

And go with a dozen kinds of farm 
labor. The farmer’s labor has been 
wonderfully simplified and lightened 
by modern inventions, if he has taken 
advantage of agricultura] progress in 
implements, and so forth, and the 
changed condition has made it in- 
cumbent upon him to employ more 
head work and less physical drudg- 
ery. 

The southern rural home ‘is becom- 
ing less isolated from year to year— 
another inestimable blessing. With 
the rural free delivery system, the 
party line telephone on the farm, good 
macadamized roads, and interurban 
trolley lines with their farm produce 
express cars, the loneliness and iso- 
lation of the farmer’s life are being 
gradually dispelled as the opportuni- 
ties of communication and sociability 
increase. 

It is well] to have such contrasts 
made occasionally. There were never 
such good times as the "present, and 
to make an inventory of our blessings 
is calculated to make us what we 
should be—optimists.

. SOMETHING ABOUT OATS. 


In one o? the February (ast) issues of 
The Weekly Constitution an invitation 
was extended to oat growers to make a 
short report of the extent of the injury 
to the crop inflicted by the severe cold 
of February !3 to [{6, inclusive. It was 
especially desired to learn the relative 
damage to the stand in the case oats 
sown in the ordinary way, |. e., plowed 
or harrowed: in broadcast and those 
sown in “open furrows,” as first ex- 
ploited by the Georgia Experiment sta. 
tion, In a subsequent issue it was stated 
that quite a mumber of reports had been 
received in compliance with the request, 
and that these reports would be edited 
and pfinted sometime during the sum- 
mer. 

Before this issue shall have been print. 
ed and published the oat harvest will 


writing it is to urge upon those farmers 
who are oo fortunate as to have a good 
for sowing next fall. Do not rely alto- 
the time for sowing. Many will be ain- 
able to get tke right kind if they wait 
tntil that time. Let those who have 
no crop of oats, or if the variety.they 
sowed is unsatisfactory, at once engage 
sufficient seed oats from a neighbor 
who has got the right sort. I trust that 
there will be a largely increased demand 


\I belfevé that the crop is gradually be- 
coming more and more popular, since 
the discovery of the plan of sowing in 
“open furrows” as described in Press 
Bulletin No. 45, for the Georgia Exper. 
ment Station. 

Another suggestion is offered: Let 
every farmer who has a crop of Appler 
oats, or Texas Rust-proof oats, or any 
good rust-proof variety of whatever 
name, make the effort to !mprove and 


selection of choice heads directly from 
the ripening crop. It will not be nec- 
essary to select enough seed—head by 
head to sow more than a squafe rod or 
two. <A few hours work by the farmcr 
in person will enable him to select 
enough heads to make seed’ for ¢ven as 
much ae an eighth or one quarter of an 
acre. When this select patch ripens next 
spring gather a few choice heads again— 
enough to sow a similar plat the follow- 
ing fall, and have all the remaining seed 
for the main crop. By following this 
plans a farmer 1@ay soon secure a pure 
strain of oats, anf by continuing it every 
harvest time he may preserve the puriry 
and increase the productiveness of his 
seed indefinitely, 

The same practice is equally applicable 
—as I have repeatedly urged—to every 
crop planter on the farm. It is the nat. 
ural, and by far the most reliable way 
to develop and improve and keep pure 
the seeds of farm and garden crops. 

Next week I hope fo be able to present 
the reports of all who have ‘responded 
to the February request.

Kill the Grass, But Save the Stand— 
The Labor Question. 

It has grown into a proverb, “A dry 
May for a good cotton crop.” But it 
would be better to put it “A wet May 
for a short cotton crop,” for a dry May 
does not actually guarantee a full crop, 
while it is true that a wet May is very 
likely to be followed by a poor crop. Per- 
haps it would be a sui better statement 
of the proverb to sgy that ‘‘a grassy May 
ig a precursor of a short crop.’’ The 
|reason is not far to find, viz, the effa@t 
to destroy the grass still farther dam- 
‘ages the already’ stunted, spindting 
‘plants and destroys the standfl When the 
eotton rows are filled with rank grass, 
‘however good the stand, it is almost im- 
'possible to destroy the grass with any 
degree of certainty without destroying 
‘the stand. It is not the mere wetness of 
‘the weather, nor the frequent rains that 
'does the damage; ti is the lowering of 
the vitality of the plants, the delaying 
‘their vigorpus development and the ac- 
tual destruction of the stand that does 
‘the evil work. 
| Moreover, the present backward and 
grassy condition of many crops is di- 
rectly due to the scarcity of labor, a 
scarcity that is largely relative and not 
absolute. In other words too many 
farmers planted with the expectation 
of hiring extra help at the critical period 
of chopping out and secona hoeing. The 
critica] time has come and in the mean- 
time the “‘rains have descended and the 
floods have come and beat upon’’ that 
cotton, and the labor did not matertal- 
ize, or if it did there was not “enough 
to go around,”’ much less amy left over. 
I do not mean that there are not idle 
negroes (and some white men, too), who 
are without visible means of support, to 
clean out the crop in short order. But 
I am told too many of these jdlers $! 
a day is not sufficient inducement to 
lure them from the alleys and byways 
of the towns and cities to the fields of 
honest labor. 

What is the remedy? Importations of 
Chinese and Japanese coolies to take 
teh places of the negroes? Heaven and 
sound reason forbid! We do not want 
any immigrants that we cannot in a 
generation or two absorb and assimilate 
into out citizen body. The tru€ remedy 
is intensive farming, a better system, 
more intelligence and skill in our meth- 
ods of farming, whereby we may at- 
tract to the farm a better class of whites 
and blacks alike by the promise of bet- 
ter wages and more permanent em ploy- 
ment. We want to use less manual lebor, 
but a better grade of it, and pay it bet- 
ter wages—wages that are cheaper in 
the end.. There shoukd be a broad and 
effective discrimination between the lazy, 
improvident and unreliable laborer on 
the one hand and the apt, willing, quick 
and reliable on the other. The farmer 
cannot well discriminate in wages when 
he is glad to get any labor at all ‘when 


there is not enough to meet the demand.

A. J. H., Argo, Miss.—t. I want to 
‘SOW my corn in peas. What else can 1 
isow with them to make the best winter 
pasture, 

2. Is there a clover T can sow about 
July | {n corn that will grow through 
the winter @nd come each succeeding 
winter? 

3. Which is the best clover for yellow 
pine fand?. Answer in next tissue of 
Weekly Constitution.” 

Answer—!, There is nothing that would 
persist and go through the winter that 
you could safely sow as early in the 
season as you would sow cowpeas at the 
laying by of the corn. 

2. There is no clover that you could 
sow in the corn that would grow through 
the winter and come again with,each suc- 
ceeding year. I mean to say that the date 
of sowing peas in corn would be too 
early to sow a cropt{that Is so dcli- 
cate as any one of the clovers, the plant, 
of which would not stand the heat of 
July and August. 

3. Crimson clover and bur clover—both 
annuals—may be sown in the cornfields 
as early as September, or even August, 
and on good soil would produce sume 
grazing during the winter, but mostly 
in February, March and April. In order 
that these may come again the following 
fall stock must be taken off’ early 
enough to permit the plamtg to bloom 
and make seed, which they will do if not 
pastured later than April !. I do not 
recommend either of these or any other 
clover to be sown as just indicated. ex- 
cept on a highly productive soil. I be- 
lieve rye, oats or wheat will give you 
better results. Among the grasses I 
would prefer to risk rescue grass than 
any of the clovers. 


Cow Manure vs. Nitrate on Bottom 
Land Corn. 

C. J. H., Grover, N. —I have some 
mill pond bottoms that want to plant 
in corn and want to manure with  sta- 
ble manure and cow manure. Cows have 
been fed on cotton seed and peavine hay 
and manure kept dry. Will it pay me to 
use nitrate of soda; if so, how much 
should I use, andshow should I apply 
it? If you have any bulletin on nitrate 
of soda, please send me one. I am &@ 
close reader of your articles in The Con- 
stiution, and get a lot of good out of 
them. 

Answer—Your mill pond bottom !s not 
the place for a highly nitrogenous fer- 
tilizer, whether it be planted in corn, 
cotton or other crep. What it needs in 
the way of fertilizer -is likely to be 
acid phosphate, more than anything else. 
I certainly would not use high grade cot- 
ton seed meal manure and nitrate of 
soda together, as both of these are highly 
nitrogenous fertilizers. [I send you copy 
of bulletins 65 and 66, In which you will 
find formulas for corn and cotton, and 
suggestions for modifying according to the 
character of the soil. I would use for- 
mula No. | and leave out at least half 
of the cotton seed meal, and if you do 
not wish to use cotton seed meal, but 
use the rich cow manure instead, ther 
I would allow about one ton of the cow 
manure for each 100-pound sack of cot- 
ton seed meal. But I certainly wouid 
apply the acid phosphate. We have no 
monograph bulletin on the subject of ni- 
trate of soda,

Cheat. 

W. 8. M., Trenton, S. C.—Inclosed you 
will please find sample of grain which 
I want to find out somefhing about. 
Please name it, and tell me whether It 
is any good as horse food or not. I 
planted oats that were O. K. last year, 
and my seed went through separator and 
I have several patches; all of which Is 
of this class of grain, while my whole 
crop will average about one-half.

Answer—The sample of so-calle@ grain 
inclosed is. nothing more than. our oid 
enemy—cheat, or bromus secalinus. Per- 
haps if is not necessary to say more about 
it after gjving you the name, as it is to 
be presumed that every farmer has heard 
about cheat. Its name, which Bives it 
rather a bad character, is due to the fact 
that it comes up unexpectedly. especially 
after a bad winter, and where oats-~-or 
wheat have, been killed out, and either 
takes full possession or more or less in- 
fests the grain that was sown. It ts a 
fairly. good annual grass and makes a 


It ig the same grass that is being 
sold as “arctic’’ grass. Cheat ‘is not the 
result of a change of wheat or oats. 
There is no such thing as the trans- 
mutation of ome species of grain, or 
grass, or other plant into another species. 
The seed were in the ground, or in the 
oats. that you sowed. We have them 
more or less every year. Last year we 
had none at all, or a very few stalks 
in our oats. This year they are pretty 
abundant,

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Nitrate of Soda. 

F. Cc. C., Culverton, Ga.—By the re- 
cent death of my husband he little 
farm is under my control, and I ask 
for. some advice. I find a 200 pound 
sack of nitrate of soda on hand. How 
can-I. use it to the best adyantage? It 
was under a shed, and in a rain. I. no- 
tice that it got wet. How far into the 
sack the water soaked,.I do not know, 
as I had the sack removed without open. 
ing it. I have a garden and an orchard, 
and expect to plant a quick-growing corn 
after the oats are cut. I have a con- 
siderable corn crop already growing, as 
well as about thirty acres in cotton. I 
shali rent out the farm another year, or 
I would put the fertilizér on.oats in the 
fall.

Answer—You will find it desirable to 
use the nitrate of soda as a top dress- 
ing for most kinds of garden vegeta~ 
bies, sweet potatoes, etc., especially dur- 
Ing the early stages of thelr growth, 
particularly on tomatoes. About one 
teaspoonful - worked in’ around each 
plant will give you fine results. You 
may also add it as a top dressing on 
your cotton, and to the young corn, 
which you will plant after oats. Fifty 
to seventy-five pounds to the acre would 
perhaps be enough for your cotton, but 
I cannot say certainly, because I do 
not know the amount and character of 
the fertilizers that- have already been 
applied. Open a furrow on each side of 
the cotton in the ordinary cultivation 
of the same, and strew the nitrate along 
in one or both of these furrows at the 
rate of not exceeding 100 pounds to the 
It would not be expedient to ap- 
ply nitrate of soda as a fertilizer to 
oats tn the fall of.the year, except sim- 
ply to give them a good start. NI- 
trate of soda should not be applied, ex. 
cept during the growing season, or 
growing condition of a crop. 

The fact that. the nitrate of-eoda.has 
been made wet by rain, does not de- 
tract frmm its value. It will lose only 
as it may be dissolved and carried off In 
solution in the rain water. In. other 
words, !t would not injure the nitrate 
of soda any more than common salt 
would be injured under the same condi- 
tions. 

I advise you to get the “Iowa Silver 
Mine Corn,” which has been sold dur- 
ing the past spring stason by seedsmen 
generally.

You have given @ very good 
description of a case of heaves, and I 
guess you are “infor it.”” unless you 
can rue the trade. Of course, you are 
aware that there is no cure for heaves, 
although much may de done in the way 
of careful watering and feeding to alle- 
viate the distressing symptoms. You are 
perhaps aware also that heaves is al- 
ways associated with dyspepsia or !ndi- 
gestion. Treat as follows: Feed so as 
not to overload the stomach; allow a 
little hay to be eaten, then water, and 
then. give shelled oats. Never give more 
than 10 pounds of hay per day to a mule 
with heaves, and !2 to 15 pounds of 
shelled oats In three feeds. Never water 
after feeding, but before, as. directed 
above. Never put to work within one 
hour after a full meal. Bolled flax seed, 
mixed with a Httle wheat bran at night, 
will keep the bowdls regular, beside 
being very nturftious. Mix 4 ounces each 
of well powdered saltpeter and copperas 
and 2 ounces of powdered nux vomica, 
Divide into 24 powders and give one 
powder évery night in a bran mdsh. Aft- 
er giving the 24 doses, skip several 
weeks and repeat the course. The hay 
should be of the very .best quality, free 
from dust and mildew, and fed sparing- 
ly. When a horse or mule is very bad 
off and the cough is very harassing, you 
may give half ounce of Fowler's solution 
of arsenic evefy night for a month or 
six weeks; then stop for a few weeks, 
or until it gete ta be bad again, and 
commence again. With this last treat- 
ment an animal] will often be enabled to 
do a good day’s work when, otherwise, 
ft could. not stand work at.all.

Answer--I am not able to say what is 
the exact character of the tumor or 
swelling on “one side’ of your mare's 
head. You do not locate {[t with suffi- 
cient particularity. I suspect that ft was 
caused by a kick of another animal or 
by similar violence. Open it and let out 
the matter. If ft ts hot and tender, 
bathe it three or four times a day with 
a lotion of 1-2 eunce of sugar of lead, 
dissolved in ! quart of water, also inject 
into the cavity a little 3 per cent solu- 
tion of carbolic acid, or 3 to 5 per cent 
rsolution of creolin. ‘
